During the past eight y ears 
sev eral millions of v v age-earners hav e becom e stockholders in the 
concerns for which they work. 
So far-reaching in its effects 
is this mov ement that a Harv ard professor of econom ics has call­ 
ed it “ The Present Economic Rev olution in the U nited S tates.” 
Ex perience prov es, moreov er, that lending m oney on stock 
collateral to a man who has a steady job, and who buy s stock with 
the intention of pay ing for it out of earnings, is sound credit 
policy . 
Incidentally , it should be noted that this is the principle 
on which building and loan associations operate, and they hav e 
long 
been 
regarded 
as 
thoroughly 
desirable 
enterprises, 
both 
financially and socially . 
These millions of wage-earners hav e been enabled to buy 
stock on installments, only because the stocks them selv es hav e in 
some way been used as collateral for bank loans. 
Thus many 
small inv estors, as well as the large inv estors, hav e made gains 
before they hav e fully paid for their shares. 
To put a stop to such buy ing of stocks is to place at a great 
disadv antage ev ery workman of assured earning capacity who 
desires to share in the growth 
f the v ery concern for which he 
himself is partly responsible. 
To deny such opportunities to wage-earners is to enable the 
rich to acquire ev en larger shares than they can now acquire in 
our ex panding wealth; for it i$ a fact that the wealthiest in­ 
div iduals and corporations can borrow money without any col­ 
lateral at all.

TREASURY DEPT. FORMED 
On Sept. 2, 17S9, the treasury 
d epartm ent of the United States, 
the executiv e unit of the gov ern­ 
m ent controlling the national fi­ 
nances. w as established by act of 
congress. 
T he 
treasury 
departm en t 
o r­ 
ganized in 1789 w as the successor 
to the d epartm ent created by the 
Congress of the confederation in 
1781, of which Robert Morris was 
for a tim e superintenaent. 
T he treasury is the most exten­ 
siv e and complex of the d e part­ 
m ents and in rank stands next to 
the departm ent of state. 
A t its 
head is the secretary of the trea s­ 
ury 
appointed 
by 
the 
president 
w'ho is a m ember of the cabinet 
and receiv es a salary of $12,000. 
H e is second among cabinet of­ 
ficers in the line of succession to 
the presidency. 
T he 
department, 
as 
originally 
established, 
was 
composed 
of 
a 
secretary, a comptroller, an audi­ 
tor, a treasurer, a register, and an 
assistant secretary, together with a 


few' clerks.
